Dr. Armand Citarella, professor of classics, was 
hired in 1948. When he received the highest college 
scholarship award in 1989, he was credited for “enhanc- 
ing St. Michael’s College in the eyes of the community of 
scholars.” A native of Italy, he has published in both 


English and Italian. 


Dr. Stephan Kellner, a chemistry professor for 40 
years. He one of the first SMC scientists to be awarded 
a National Science Foundation grant for equipment, 
and he also received a grant from the American 
Chemical Society Petroleum Research Fund. 


Dr. George Olgyay, professor of Political Science, 
joined the SMC faculty in 1961. Originally from Hun- 
gary, he holds expertise in the Hungarian revolution 
and the role of communism in Eastern Europe. Prof 
Olgyay is highly praised by his students, and he was 
one of the final few candidates for the 1999 yearbook 
dedication. 


Mr. Luis Quiroz, associate professor of Modern 
Languages, came to SMC in 1968. A native of Bolivia, 
he has taught Spanish and has been very involved 
with SMC’s international students. He also added a 
caring and humorous touch to the LEAP retreats, put 
on by Campus Ministry. 


Rev. Paul Couture, professor of Religious Studies, 
graduated from SMC in 1952, and has taught here since 
1958. He was the director of the St. Michael’s College 
graduate theology and pastoral ministry program for 21 
years. Father Couture also taught for the summer 
program at SMC, and he has served on the Board of 
Trustees and the general council of St. Edmund.
